Under the terms of the supreme 
council’s final demand. upon Berlin, . 
details of which were officially con- 
firmed by a statement to the United 
News Tuesday afternoon, theannul- 
ties which’ were’ set at . Paris. at 
5.125,000,000. gold marks, are raised 
to 6,125,000,000 gold marks. 

A comparison of the demands 
?made upon Germany by the allies 
after successive reparations con- 
ferences, beginning with the sums 
fixed by the Versailles treaty-mak- 
ers and ending with the ultimatum 
which is to go to Berlin on Thurs- 
day, show a constant shifting of 
economic policies, with the natural 
trend towards heavier indemnities. 
in general, those terms may be 
outlined as follows: 

Versailles Treaty. 

(First demand.) A capital sum 
of 180 billion gold marks, to be 
paid as directed by the allies after 
further consideration of Germanys 
ability to pay. 

Boulogne Conference. 

(Second demand.) A capital sum 
of 269 billion gold marks, to be 
paid as follows: three billions an- 
nually for five years; six billions 
annually for the next five years, 
seven billions annually for thirty- 
two years. 

. Brussels Conference. 

(Third demand.) Two billions an- 
nually for two years, three billions 
‘annually for three years—and @& 
new arrangement to be made at the 
end of this period. 

Paris Conference. 


) 

(Fourth demand.) Two Dillions 
annually for two years, three bil- 
lions annually for three years, four 
billions annually for three years, 
five billions annually for three 

; years. and six billions annually for 
thirty years, a total of 220 billion 
gold marks. 

To this was to be added a 12 1.2 
per cent assessment on all German 
exports during this period. 

Germany has made three counter 
proposals. The first, in February. 
offered one billion a year for five 
years, eight billions down, and 
twenty-two billions to be _ paid 
within five ye a total of thirty- 

» five billion golaginarks, 

The second offered thirteen bil- 
lion gold marks, to be paid in five 
years, the question then to revert 
to the Versailles treaty. 

The third, the recent offer sent 
through the United States, was for 
an approximate total of fifty bil- 
lion gold marks, paid in yearly in- 
stallments, with a minimum of 
three billions @ year. 

The allied ultimatum to Germany 
calls for a 25 per cent assessment 
upon her exports, and annuities of 
six and a quarter billions, 

The outstanding demands upon the 
German nation in the ultimatum 
which are scheduled to go forward 
Thursday are as follows: 

' Main Features. 

1. Germany must pay annually 
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»ximately two billion marks, plus

BREAD LINES CUT 
BY SEASONAL WORK 


Industry Needs Cheaper 
Coal and Steel Before It 
Will Resume Work on 
Large Scale.

St. Louis, Mo., May 3.—Business 
in the southwest has hit Bottom, 
and is coming up. 

Business is a long way from) 
brisk, but it is getting better than’ 
it was. Unemployment is still here. 
The alleys back of the newspaper 
shops still are filled with men 
eager to get the first editions and 
read the want ads, but the lines 
before the employment agencies 
where unskilled men are sent out 
to contract work in country roads 
and building jobs are long, but 
shorter than they were last winter. 
All over the southwest public work 
is relieving unemployment. In hun- 
dreds of cities and counties in the 
agricultural states, city and county 
pay rolls are larger than all other 
pay rolls in the community. 

Road work, municipal improve- 
ment, public buildings have ab- 
sorbed tens of thousands of idle 
men, ahd the open winter-in the 
southwest has. made this work the 
economic salvation of thousands of 
homes. be di 

Spring farm work is absorbing 
thousands of others. There is no 
farmers’ strike. The average acre- 
age of the farm crops will be large 
in the Missouri valley as it ever was. 
Wheat may not hold its tremendous 
acreage. The Kansas and Nebraska 
farmers are losing much of their 
alfalfa acreage by bugs and pests 
that have come as the price of an 
open winter. But these ruined al- 
falfa fields, turning yellow green 
this spring, will be plowed under 
and .planted in corn, making more 
work for unskilled labor. : 

Relieves Bread Line. 

Seasonal work, of course, is not 
productive of sound economic con- 
ditions, but still relieves the bread 
line and the soup kitchens some- 
what in great industrial centers like 
St. Louis. The relief is needed for 
industry has not revived. It is 
merely showing real signs of awak- 
ening. ! Merchandising has revived 
rather more definitely than indus- 
try here. Men are selling things 
faster than they are making things, 
catching up with 1920. Money is 
getting easier, but industry is Wait- 
ing on something besides credit. /Tt 
is cheaper coal, cheaper steel and 
cheaper freight. These things must 
change before industry in the south- 
west can resume its activity large- 
ly. Coal and steel and freight repe- 
resent labor, and manufacturers say 
labor must come down. Yet there 
are no signs of reduction. Unor- 
ganized, unskilled labor has taken 
its cut.. Men are working in the 
Missouri valley for 35 cents an hour 
and glad of a chance for jobs; oad) 
jobs on road contracts, Sewers, un- 
der hods and in cement gangs. But 
skilled labor is still getting its dol- 
lar an hour,-and the closed shop 
has not been seriously broken. 

The printers’ strike seems to be 
somewait better than a dog-fall for 
Organized labor in the southwest. 
The newspapers have made the 
necessary compromise in many cases 
and enough job offices have signed 
on the dotted line to keep enough 
printers at work to guarantee a 
decent strike fund for those who 
are out. And the printers trade in 
an excellent mirror of business. 
| Business is opening up too well 
out west for employers in the print- 
ing trade to lose money fighting 
over four hours a week. 

Newspapers in the southwest re- 
port an increase in foreign adver- 
tising in the last forty days. By 
foreign advertising they mean tires, 
toothpaste, tobatco, automobiles, 
phonographs, pianoplayers, oil 
stocks, face powder, haberdashery 
and other luxuries. Either the great 
manufacturers have decided that 


they have another year of income 
tax before them, and that. there- 
fore, they will do better to spend 
their profits in advertising rather 
than to give it to the government, 
or else they see a return to norma! 
conditions of the business. 
Advertising Stimulated. 
Something has happened some- 
where to stimulate the national ad- 
vertisers. This slow but definite 
rise of business in the southwest 
may be a sporadic phenomenon, but 
it may be due to the fact that the 
southwest is not industrial, but ag- 
ricultural at base, and the farmer,

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Blood Tests May 
Decide Parents 


Of Little Child 


Step—Follows Publication in 
Constitution of Califor- 
nia Case. 


“Blood will tell!” : 

And it is on this basis that Dr. 
Albert Abrams, of Leland-Stanford 
university, San Francisco, may be 
called upon to solve Atlanta’s fa- 
mous mixed baby case, following 
the publication of an exclusive 
story in The Constitution April 24, 
which told how the celebrated S8pe- 
cialist had saved the birthright of 
little Virginia Vittori. ' 

That the same sources that es- 
tablished the parentage of the dis- 
claimed and unloved daughter of 
Paul Vittori, of Cglifornia, will 
probably be called upon in the Gar- 
ner-Pittman controversy, was an- 
nounced Tuesday afternoon by Wil- 
liam E, Arnaud, attorney for the 
Gardners. He has written both Dr. 
Abrams and Judge Thomas F. Gra- 
ham, who decided the Vittori. litiga- 
tion on the testimony of the spe- 
cialist. ” 


Will Ask Court Order. 

If the information given him is 
correct, Mr. Arnaud immediately 
will request the Fulton’ superior 
court to grant an order requiring 
the Pittmans and Garners to give 
specimens of their blood, which 
will be forwarded to San Francisco, 
If this is granted Dr. Abrams, 
through an invention known as the 
oscillophone, will decide a mystery 
which has ipped Atlanta’s inter- 
est for two years. 

“The Pittmans. who have the 
present custody of Louise Madeline. 
have refused to permit me to have 
@ test made of the child’s blood 
in furtherance of the investigation 
of its parentage,” said Attorney 
Arnaud. “If Judge Graham in- 
forms me that he based his award 
in the Vittori case on the test made 
by Doctor Abrams, then I shall 
ask the superior court here for 
an order compelling the Pittmans 
to furnish specimens of their own 
biood and that of the child they 
have, who is claiméd by Mrs. Gar- 
ner. -Specimens of the’ blood of 
the, Garners will be teken and all 
these will be sent to Doctor Abrams 
for his test and report. 

Would Test Blood. 

“Doctor Abrams’ test is what is 
known as that of the synchroniza- 
tion of electronic vibrations. He 
would test the electronic vibrations 
of the blood of the disputed child 
and then would make tests of each 
set of alleged” parents. Those par- 
ents whose blood furnished the 
same registration as that of the 
disputed child would, in his opin- 
ion, be the parents of the child. The 
whole system, of course, is new 
and I could no more explain it than 
any other laymen, I only want to 
test it out to see if it will not 
bear out other data indicating that 
Mrs. Garner is the mother of Louise 
Madeline.” ° 

In the Vittori case, Dr. Abrams 
held that Paul Vittori, who was 
being sued for divorce by his wife 
and disclaimed little Virginia, was 
the father of the child, and Judge 
Graham upheld his opinion, accord- 
ing to The Contitution’s story. 

Two drops of blood, one fronr the 
mother and the other from her hus- 
band, were taken by Dr. Abrams. 
They were submitted to the action 
of the oscillophone. This invention 
was perfected, following blood test

NEW CONFERENCE 
TO END MARINE 
STRIKE INDICATED 


Parley by All Parties Con- 


day, Shipping Board 
Head Declares. 


SITUATION HOPEFUL, 
SECRETARY ASSERTS 


Two Ships Leave New 
York With Strikebreak- 
er Crews—Others Held 
Up at Port. 


Washington, May 3.—Reopening of 
negotiations between the shipping 
board, steamship owners and marine 
workers in an effort to settle the 
wage dispute which threatens to tie 
up American shipping, was indi- 
cated as probable today by Chair- 
man Benson, who announced that 
a conference of all the parties of 
the coftroversy might be held here 
tomorrow. 

Negotiations to draft an agree- 
ment covering wages and working 
conditions came to an abrupt end 
last Friday with the refusal of the 
men to accept a 15 per cent wage 
cut, later made effective by the 
board. The men carried their case 
to President Harding, who turned 
the matter over to Secretaries Davis 
and Hoover. The latter since have 
held conferences with union lead- 
ers in an attempt to bring about an 
agreement by conciliation. 

Since yesterday, Ghairman Benson 
said, the whole problem has been! 
directly,.in. the hands.of Secretary 
Davis. He added that the situation 
looked very h@peful. Discussing the 
possibility of a conference tomor-_ 
row, he said a committee of ship’ 
owners was on its way here, but 
all the parties to such a _ confer- 
ence might not be here by tomor- 
row. What would be the scope of 
the conference, he said he did not 
know. 

Reports to the shipping boaré to- 
day from all districts, officials said, 
indicated that as far as ship move- 
ment was concerned, the situation 
was generally satisfactory. 

In New York, however, officials 
said some difficulty was being ex- 
perienced, as strikers were picket- 
ing the board’s recruiting offices, 
and. in Baltimore the situation 
seemed rather unsatisfactory. 

In Boston, Norfolk, Savannah and 
Charleston, it was said, reports in- 
dicated there would be no difficulty 
in moving vessels. Galveston ap- 
peared ta be tied up, according to 
the reports, but in New Orleans the 
situation was good. 

Chairman Benson will loox to na- 
val reservists and discharged navy 
seamen to keep American transac- 
lantic mail ships in operation dur- 
ing the-present wage dispute be- 
tween the board and marine work- 
lers if their services are necessary. 

The chairman announced today 
that he had asked the commandant 
of the navy yard at New York to 
lend whatever~assistance he could 
to move the United States mails. 
He said the request was made espe- 
cially with reference to the Old 
North State, due to leave New York 
today for London, but that it was 
not the plan to man the govern- 
ment mail ships with naval seamen. 
He also declared that there was no 
intention to use military force in 
the controversy_nor was it the plan 
to ask the secretary of the navy for 
assistance. 

There are, the chairman said, a 
number of naval reserve men and 
discharged navy seamen who could 
be used in manning the government 
merchant craft and the co-overa- 
tion of the New York navy yafd 
commandant was sought in this di- 


+ rection. 
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TWO STEAMSHIPS 
LEAVE NEW YORK. 

New York, May 3.—Two American 
flag steamships, one a passenger 
liner, the other a bulk oil carrier, 
left here today in a scheduled sail- 
ings. This was the first break 
here in the nation-wide strike of 
marine workers, called to combat 
reductions in: wage scales. 

The ships sailing were the Unit- 
ed Fruit liner Sixaola, with passen- 
gers for the West Indies, and the 
tanker, Polarine, of the Standard 
il fleet, for Texas City, Texas. On 
each of these. ships efforts were 
made by union representatives to 
persuade the craws to quit work. 

Two other linet=— transatlantic 
passenger vessels, were held up at 
the last minute, due to the calling 


out of firemen, engineers and mem- 
bers of the stewards’ department. 
They were the Old North State, 
United States mail line, with eighty 
cabin passengers, mail and freight 
for Plymouth and London, and th 
Potomac, a former German liner, 
scheduled to sail for Danzig with 
800 passengers.

IMMIGRATION BILL 
PASSED IN SENATE 


Fixes Alien Influx at 3 
Per Cent of Nationality 
Here.in 1910—Borah 
Amendment Fails. 


Washington, May 3.—The senate 
today passed the emergency immi- 
gration bill fixing admission of 
aliens to 3 per cent of each nation- 
ality cesident in the United States in 
1910. “The bill is effective for 14 
months beginning fifteen ddys aft- 
er enactment. 

The vote on passage was 78 to 1, 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, 
opposing the measure. 

As sent to conference, the meas- 
ure would allow no exemption for 
any class of race or aliens in ex- 
cess of the 3 per cent limitation 
and those entering under treaties 
and agreements. Provisions to ex- 
empt those coming here to escape 
religious or political persecution 
from the 3 per cent limitation were 
contained in the bill as it passed 
the house, but were stricken out by 
the senate immigration commi®te 
when it amended the house bill and 
substituted ethe original senate 
measure in its place. 

Senator Johnson, republican, of 
California, sought to have this pro- 
vision reinserted by offering an 
amendment from the floor, but was 
defeated 60 to 15. Sharp clashes 
occurred during the debate on the 


amendment, opposing denators 
charging that its adoption would 


open the doors to hundreds of tlou- 
sands. |

Washington, May 3.—(By Con- 
stitution’ Leased Wire.)—It develops 
today among Georgians here, in- 
cluding mentbers of congress, that 
there will be a determined effort 
at the forthcoming legislature in 
that state to so amend the state 
primary laws that the federal cor- 
rupt practice act just declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme court 
shall not only be incerporated In 
the state statutes but revised and 
measurably strengthened. 

Aside from the general disap- 
pointment that the supremé court 
decision in the Newberry case has 
given immunity to an offénder 
whose violations of a Idw, as prov- 
en, were at a time when the law 
was a valid statute, and that there- 
| fore he stands no less guilty today 
because a just punishment has been 
evaded by a technicality, there is 
keen satisfaction among southern 
democrats in congress that the de- 
cision has so forcibly upheld the 
sovereignty of states in controlling 
their own electorate systems. 

It is generally regarded as the 
most advanced step toward main- 
taining the integrity of the old 
inviolable state’s rights doctrine. in 
which democracy was cradled, that 
has been taken in a decade; and to 
the south, applying directly as does 
the decision to the state referen- 
dums, admitting of no.federal in- 
terference with or control: of the 
state primary systems, the decision 
is hailed at this particular hour as 
a blessing far reaching in its sig- 
nificance. 

Stops Tinkham. 

It is known that several of the 
republican “down easterners” as, 
for instance, Tinkham, of Boston, 
have had in mind legislation acute- 
ly if not seriously effecting the 
holding of primary elections in the 
southern states, the purpose being 
to inject the race issue into the 
Proposed legislation for its politica] 
effect in other sections of the coun- 
try as well as to penalize a section 
where the white primaries is the 
only election in fact.’ The supreme 
court decision estops such specula- 
tions. 

The‘primary law in Georgia to- 
day does not limit the campaign ex- 
penses a candidate may incur, as 
did the now unconstitutional law 
effecting senators and  congress- 
men, and in the amendments to be 
proposed in Georgia in July not 
only will expense limitations be 
stipulated but it will be sought to 
pprevent the expenditure of money 
for campaign purposes by “agents” 
or “friends” in excess of such limits, 
if such expénditures shall have been 
made within the personal knowl- 
edge of the candidate, Other teeth, 
equally as sharp, will be proposed, 
but it will not be sought to make 
the amendments either drastic or 
stintulating to evasion. 

» As to federal action following the 


j supreme court decision it is known 


that Senator Johnson will offer at 
once a constitutional amendment to 
give congress authority to control 
at least expenditures in primary 
elections. 

May Bring Fight. 

His proposed amendment 
permit federal control over expen- 
ditures by candidates for all fed- 
eral offices. including the presiden- 
cy, the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives, 

The Newberry decision may have 
the effect of precipitating the fight 
of the so-called progressive repub- 
lican group for a federal] presiden- 
tial preference primary, Mr. John- 
son has been threatening since the 
close of the Chicago convention, 
June last, to stage such a battle. 
H@ would abolish the system of

Washington, May 3.—The first

SALES TAX UNLIKELY 
S WASHINGTON VIEW 


A. HOLLOMON, 
Censtitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 


Washington, May 3.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—There will be 
no general sales tax written into the 
fiscal policy of the government at 
this time. That is the consensus of 
opinion in congress joined in by 
strong advocates of the’plan, and al- 
though Senator Smoot, one of the 
administration leaders, is person- 
ally father®™g such a system, and 
it has the backing of what is re- 
garded as big interests throughout 
the nation, the very fact that Secre- 
tary Mellon in his exhaustive and 
most conservative study of the na- 
tion’s financial condition, present 
resources and future demands, just 
submitted to congress, did not rec- 
ommend such a. plan, is considered 
to have delivered a death blow to 
any immediate legislative prospects 
along that line. 

The hearings on the question of 
internal revenue revisions will begin 
Monday before the senate finance 
committee, and the Smoot bill pro- 
viding for a general turnover sales 
tax will come in for a complete air- 
ing. The proponents of the meas- 
ure, backed by an enormous lobby, 
will continue their fight despite the 
gloomy prospects, hoping that the 
agitation at least will result in the 
adoption of such a system eventu- 
ally as a part of the revenue pro- 
ducing legislation. 

That a general sales tax that shall 
be visible, sufficiently smaftl to 
make fhe individual burden@=light; 
but applying to all alike, falling 
automatically heaviest upon those 
who buy the heaviest, thereby by the 
law of domestic economy falling 
heaviest upon those who can best 
afford to.pay, is one of the fairest 
methods of revenue production tnat 
could be conceived of,is undeniable, 
but the fact remains that with the 
farmers’ organizations and labor or- 
ganizations generally fighting the 
proposal, the time for its enact- 
ment will be deferred until the 
whole revenue producing horizon, 
now much clouded with uncertain- 
ties, shall have been cleared.

Quiz Develops . 
Hot Argument 


Washington, May 3.—Investiga- 
tion of the escape of Grover Cleve- 
land Bervdoll, draft dodger, by a 
house committee, developed a heat- 
ed clash Tuesday between Judge 
John W. Wescott, of New Jersey, 
and Samuel T. Ansell. 

Wescott twice nominatei Wood- 
row Wilson for the presidency. 
Ansell was formerly judge advocate 
general of the army, and was one 
of Bergdoll’s attorneys. 

Wescott appeared before the com- 
mittee to deny that he had been im- 
plicated in the case in any way, or 
that he had used his influence to 
obtain Bergdoll's release. Ansell 
testified that Judge Wescott had 
been counsel, that Wescott had at- 
tempted to see Secretary of War 
Baker about the case, and that he 
had Known of the pot of gold story 
before Bergdoll escaped. 

Wescott rose, shook his fist at 
Ansell, and said: 

“It is to be deprecated that gentle- 
men are at variance on the facts. 
But 1 want to look General Ansell 
Straight in the eye and say that he 
knows that he isn't right or straight 
in making those statements. He 
wouldn't have the physical, moral or 
mental courage to make them to 
me outside the protection of this 
committee room, despite my age. I 
want to tell him to his teeth that 
his statements are not true and 
that he knows it.” 

Ansell interrupted to say that “if 
this is to be a debate I want to 
participate.” 

Committee members, somewhat 
hurriedly, changed the subject. 

Wescott said he had never heard 
of the pot of gold story, as Ansell 
had testified, and characterized as 
“infernal fools” those who believed 
it. 
He said he had written to Secre- 
tary of War Baker. transmitting 
Ansell’s brief. He said that Mrs. 
Bergdoll once had appealed to him, 
and that out of sympathy he had 
advised her to hire the best lawyer 
in the country. 

“But I was not connected with 
the case,” he said. “The statement 
has been made that D. Clarence Gib- 
boney, Bergdoll’s attorney, paid me 
$1,200 as a retainer. Do you think 
I would be sueh an unmitigated ass 
as to accept $1,200 when he and 
Mr. Ansell planned to get many 
thousands?

Prize of Germany, * 


But Area Is ‘Small

Washington, May 3.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire)—The movement 
of French troops toward the Rhine 
for the purpose of occupying Ruhr 
by which France proposes tc en- 
force the payment of the Scrman 
indemnity, has aroused wide inter- 
est throughout America as to what 
and where is Ruhr, and its indus- 

trial importance. 3 

The Ruhr district, so-called after 


the name of the river along which 
it borders, is so vital to Germany 
and her proposed industrial rehabil- 


itation, that France realizes its oc- 
cupation would mean a paralyzation 
of industry that would cripple Ger- 
many more than the loss of any 
other ore region at this particular 
time. Ruhr’s area is small, less 
than an average congressional dis- 
trict in Georgia, but within are the 
most valuable and highly developed 
portions of the Rhenish+-Westpha- 
lian coal fields, the main source of 
Germany supply, “ well as the 
great iron and steel industries cen- 
tering about Dusseldorff, Essen, 
Duisburg, Mulheim-on-the-Ruhr, 
Dortmund, Bochum and Hamborn, 
cities which in 1910 ranged from 
100,000 to 360,000 in population. 

The coal output of this district 
in 1920 aggregeres 88,250,000 metric 
tons or 67 per cent of the total 
German production (including that 
of Upper Silesia). In the preced- 
ing year its output was 71,163,000 
tons. Taking the pre-war year 1913 
as fairly normal, the total German 
coal output was 191,510,000° tons, 
Of this 178,890,000 tons were pro- 
duced in the Saar and Lorraine 
fields which have gone to France 
by the terms of the §Versailles. 
treaty. Upper Silesia, the future 
control of which, as between Ger- 
many and Poland, has not yet been 
determined, produced 43,435,000 
tons.. The total production in 1913, 
excluding these districts, and in- 
cluding’ only regions which under 
the treaty are indisputably German, 
was 130,185,000 tong of which the 
Ruhr ofitput was’ 114,487,000 tons, 
or 88 per cent. ' 

In and near the Ruhr regions are 
located extensive. deposits of iron 
ore, With coal and ore readily 
available, the Ruhr has become the 
main center of the German iron and 
steel industry. In this district are 
located the plants of the great Ger- 
man industrial combinations, which 
through their control of the iron 
and ore blast furnaces, steel plants. 
and manufacturing, engineering and 
armament works. largely contro) 
theyindustrial output of Germany. 

In the same district about Bar 
men, Elberfeld and Munchen-Glad- 
bach, are important cotton textile 
plants, while half of the silk man- 
ufactures of Germany were prior to 
the war produced at Krefeld.

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tal exports for the year, estimated 
at four and a quarter billion gold 
marks more, a total yearly sum, 
therefore, of six and a quarter bil-

2. The reparations commission ar- 
bitrarily fixes the value of Ger- 
man exports at seventeen billion 
gold marks annually, basing this 
figure upon the 1913 export total 
of ten billions, and inting out 
that with the present lower market 
value of gold, the present export 
total would reach twenty billions. 
From this latter sum, however, is 
deducted three billions to account 
for the reduction in German terri- 
tory. 

3. An additional 150,000,000 pounds 
is added to the total . reparations 
demanded because of Belgium’s in- 
creased requirements, making the 
total sum now asked 6,750,000,000 
pounds, or 135,000.000,000 gold 
marks. 

4. One per cent is added to the 
export assessment of 25-.per cent, a 
species of tribute which it is intend- 
ed to apply as interest on the bonds 
Germany is required to issue. 

5.. Germany is asked to float an 
issue totaling 600,000,000 pounds 
immediately, a second issue of 
1,900,000,000 pounds in November. 
and the remaining  4,250,000,000 
pounds as soon as the export index 
shows her capable of paying the in- 
terest thereon. 

Allies Agreed. 

For five hoars on Tuesday the 
supreme council debated the repara- 
tions terms, finally agreeing on the 
substance of the ultimatum as out- 
lined above. 

Throughout the night, the commit- 
tee to draft the ultimatum was to 
work on the text, in order to be 
ready to present it to the repara- 
tions commission on Wednesday. 
The commission was hastily. sum- 
moned to London from Paris, and 
was due to arrive at 11 o’colck 
Wednesday morning. 

Technically, the matter is within 
the jurisdiction of the reparations 
commission and, therefore, the ultli- 
matum will be sent. to Berlin in its 
name, rather than in the name of the 
supreme council. 

Wednesday afternoon the allied 
premiers meet once more to put the 
finishing touches on the docament. 
The ultimatum will be dispatched 
Bhursday, and Germany will be per- 
mitted six days in which to make 
her reply. 

“Friday, the Thirteenth.” 


If the terms are not accepted, the 
“sanction,” which is the _ official 
term for the military penalties, will 
be put into effect on May 13— 
“Friday, the thirteetnh.” 

It is pointed out that the inter- 
est on the bonds Germany must Is- 
sue by December will alone amount 
to 15,000,000 pounds. The only 
sinking ‘fund provided is an addi- 
tional 1 per cent on the. bonds, 
which will make the total] interest 
to be paid by Germany 6 per cent 
annually. 

The: penalties to be devised if 
Germany rejects the final térms 
will be progressive. In other words, 
they will begin with the occupation 
of the Ruhr district and end with 
the blockade of German ports. 

It may be said, however, that 
“big business” is somewhat dissatis- 
fied with the policy of penalizing 
Germany. and it is expected that 
sufficient pressure may be exerted 
eventually upon the allied govern- 
ments to lead to an amelioration of 
the demands. 

The German ambassador war re- 
ceived in conference at the forcign 
office Tuesday afternoon. 

It is reported that just prior to 
adjournment of the supreme coun- 
cil conference at 8 o’clock in the 
evening, Premier Briand introduced, 
a resolution suggesting that Amer- 
icans be given séats on all existent 
allied commissions. 

It is learned that the reparations 
commission will distribute the Ger- 
man bonds among the entente na- 
tions as soon as they are issued. in 
proportion to the percentages 
agreed upon regarding the givision 
of reparations at Brussels. The

The United 
States has never had a representa- 
tive on the supreme council, but 
Ambassador Wallace at Paris was

W. Boyden, now at Paris, at the 
head of a commission of experts, 
was for a time a duly aceredited 
sd of the reparations commis- 
sion. 

It is understood that the United 
States still is hopeful of a solu- 
tion of the reparations controversy 
by discussions, but whether it will 
consider that such a course would 
be furthered by American partici- 
pation in the allied councils is prob- 
lematical.

Against Germany 


Washington. May 3. — Declaring 
that séveral lines of trade already 
had been driven out by German com- 


petitors, Secretary Hoover teld the 


house ways and means committee in 


its tariff hearings today that there 
was imperative need for protection 


by American industries against the 


inroads of revived German com- 
merce. 

“— American industries 
must haye protection of a very 
large order,” said Mr. tmoover. 
“There is no guess as to how long 
Germany can continue to grind out 
Paper money and indirectly subsi- 
dize her industry. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, those industries are striving 
to capture the markets of the world 
and are having a profound influence 
on American prices.”

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George Kelly Has Confidence

~ Hopes to Smash Babe’s Record 


New York, May 3.—He’s a le- 
and-a-half high and with his big 
wide feet he looks like a sand-hill 
crane on snow shoes galloping 
around first base for the Giants. 
But that boy George Kelly—home 
run Kelly—is pounding the bail 
harder than any other man in the 
National league, and, some people 
harder than Babe Ruth him- 
Last year and the year be- 
fore the New York fans rode him 
for no reason at all that any one 
can remember any more, unless it 
was his size and his high piping 
voice alWays a-chattering until, the 
last man was out. 

But in those days he was no hero. 
The kids around the players’ gate 
weren't waiting to get a glimpse 
of glorious George Kelly. 

But now it’s “Kel, old boy,”

Has Confidence. 


“I guess it’s just more confidence 
this year,” home run Kelly allowed 
in talking over his startling get- 
away. “That and some luck and 
a good swing at the ball. 

“I'm standing up straight this 
season, too—that is, I’m bending my 
right leg to get the spring, but 
I'm not crouching. Because the 
way I figure it out, I hit with my 
arms and shoulders and not my 
whole body’ in the blow. 

“The pitchers have been pretty 
good to me. They haven't had me 
figured for a home run hitter and 
they have pitched to me when we 
had men on the bags. I got one 
with three on and one with two ahead 
of’ me and Babe Ruth has only 
knocked in three runs ahead of 
him. I’ve sent home eight. I don’t 
mean that Ruth isn't there in the 
pinches.

THE RIPENING OF CATARACT. 
In former years it was deemed 
necessary as a rule to await the 
“ripening” of cataract in order to 


eperate successfully and restore 
useful vision. “Ripening” meant 
waiting until the entire lens had 
become opaque and the eye was 
quite blind. 

By former methods of operating 
this tedious delay may have been 
wise. But modern improvements 
and greater experience” have very 
positively shown that this delay is 
unnecessary and usually unwise. 
Nowadays the rule of the most ex- 
perienced and highly skilled ocu- 
lists is to operate upon the most ad- 
vanced cataract as soon as vision 
in the better eye has deteriorated 
to such a degree that the patient 
can no longer read and get about 
in safety. Modern technical pro- 
cedures, unknown to the old mas- 
ters, render the removal of unripe 
cataracts as safe as the removal of 
those which are fully matured. 

Victims of the gradually increas- 
ing impairment of vision produc- 
ed by cataract aught to understand 
that the trouble is simply a cloud- 
ing up or loss of transparency of 
the lens of the eye, and that the 
removal of this lens and the substiI- 
tution of a suitable glass to serve 
its purpose is a great boon con- 
ferred by surgery. They should un- 
derstand also that the operation 
for cataract involves no particular 
suffering, befng painless. They 
Should understand that it is no 
longer necessary to walk in dark- 
ness with surgical skill available 
right around the corner. Finally 
they should understand that the 
cataract operation proves successful 
in nine out of ten cases today, and 
even if it fails, nothing is lost.

Uric acid would 
scarcely account for the pains you 
mention. You evidently have eaten 
to excess, and you are still much 
everweight. Water does not mate- 
rially affect the weight. You should 
reduce at least twenty pounds.

The Tyrolese Plebiscite 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


As an effort to insert an open- 
ing wedge in the opposition to the 
union of Austria with Germany, the 


recent Tyrolese plebiscite is very 
cleverly designed. Actually the 
circumstances are these. At Paris 
what was left of the old Austrian 
state was established as a more or 
less mutilated entity. and union of 
this new state with Germany eéx- 
pressly forbidden on French de- 
mand. 

French opposition was based up- 
on the fact that to add 6,000,000 in- 
habitants to Germany would restore 
the old before-the-war disparity be- 
tween French and, German popula- 
tion. Italy, by contrast, favored the 
union. as promising final destruc- 
tion to any Hapsburg dream of a 
restored Austro-Hungarian empire, 
for Italy always the main forcign 
menace. Czecho-Slovakia held with 
France, since the union with Ger- 
many would well nigh surround 
Bohemia and make it almost an 
island in the Gérman sé@a. 

But the Germans demanded and 
the inhabitants of Austria seemed 
to advocate the union and economic 
conditions were used as a further 
support to the principle of self- 
determination, invoked on behalf of 
the Austrians. To all arguments, 
however, the French remained deaf 
and retorted that even if at the 
moment, German propaganda had 
been successful in overpersuading 
the Austrians, this situation would 
not endure and Austria would pres- 
ently be satisfied with independence 
as Belgium had been ‘after the great 
powers had forbidden that 
with France which Belgians desired 
in 1815 and again in 1839. 

Vote in Old Tyrol. 

An effort to hold a plebiscite in 
Austria was prevented . by the 
French announcement that all at- 
tempts to aid Austria economically 
would be abandoned if the plebis- 
cite took place. As a consequence 
the debate has gone on steadily, 
but there has been no actual! elec- 
tion for the whole Austrian state. 
Recently, however, a vote was taken 
in the fragment of the old Tyrol. 
left after the Paris treaties. 

Here the question would seem 
quite simple. Before the war the 
Tyrol had an area of some 10,000 


Square miles, a little more than that 
of New Jersey, and a population of 
approximately a million. It was di- 
vided into three fairly distinct re- 
gions: the Trentino, extending 
northward through Trent to the 
vieinity of Bozen, in which the pop- 
ulation was wholly Italian, and sup- 
plied one of the main arguments for 
Italian entrance into the war. North 
of the Italian district, but south of 
the Brenner pass, was a second re- 
gion, containing the famous moun- 
taim resort of Meran, which was 
German in speech and in history. 
Finally there was a third region, 
north of the Brenner pass, which 
was also German in speech. 

Under the Paris agreement the 
Italians annexed the two districts 
south of the Brenner, the Trentino, 


because of its Italian character, the 
region to the north, as a strategic 
necessity, to give Italy her natural 
frontier of the summit of the Alps. 
Thus there remained of the Tyrol 
less than 5,000 square miles con- 
taining only 300,000 inhabitants. It 
is in this region in which Inns- 
bruck is the single considerable 
town, that the recent plebiscite has 
been held and the overwhelming 
vote for union with Germany cast. 


Looking at the map, it will be 
seen that the situation of this Tyro- 
lese fragment is geographically and 


economically impossible. Politically 
it belongs to Austria, but actually 
Innsbruck is connected with Vienna 
by only one roundabout railway line, 
and the district is now no more 
than the high valley of the Inn 
river, extending from the Bavarian 
frontier to the crests of the Alps 
and opening northward to Munich. 
All its markets, its sources of sup- 
plies, are in Bavaria. 


Region Once Bavarian. 

Historically the region was once 
Bavarian, Napoleon gave it to the 
house of 
service to France. 
it Back at the congress of Vienna 
and the Tyrol. under the leadership 
of Andreas Hofer remained stead- 
fastly loyal to the house of Haps- 
burg and defied Napoleon at 
moment of his greatest power. 


ment of the Tyrol which has es- 
caped Italian annexation can hard- 
ly exXist, save within the Germa 
customs area. Whatever argumen 
can be adduced to block an Austro- 
German federation, union of the 
Tyrol with Bavaria seems inevitable 
and the only reasonable solution 
for an absurd situation. But, ob- 
viously, the French will oppose the 
project, since they will quite cor- 
rectly see that it Is the first step 
toward the absorption of all of Au- 
stria. : 

With the Tyrolese question there 
is also raised that of the Voral- 
berg, a district of old Austria west 


of the Tyrol and almost included in 
Switzerland. The people of this 
region have asked for admittance 
to the Swiss confederation and their 
request has temporarily been re- 
fused, but if the Tyrol goes to Ba- 
varia, Switzerland will probably 
consent to accept the Voralberg. 
thus adding a thousand square miles 
to Swiss area and slightly less than 
150,900 to her population. 

Were the Tyrolese successful] tn 
urging their claims, however, the 
inhabitants of the néighboring dis- 
trict. of Salzburg would wunques- 
tionably ask a similar favor for 
practically the same reasons, for? 
Salzburg is almost as completely 
dependent, economically upon Ba-

The Tyrolese problem ts on which 
involves some of the worst errors 
of the whole peace settlement. The 
surrender of 300,000 German-speak- 
ing people to Italy on purely strate- 
gic grounds was a palpable wrong, 
for which Mr. Wilson's only justi- 
fication was that it was an “over- 
sight.” Denial of the right of the 
Austrian people to join Germany is 
also a cause for endless criticism. 
Now. through the plebiscite. the 
whole question is raised again in 
a still more embarrassing form.

“This statement ean be borne out 
by a letter appearing in the eg 
number of a magazine called ‘Print- 
ing,” published in New York, the 
letter written by Homer Causey, 
secretary of the Atlanta Typothe- 
tae. They even admit it themselves. 

“Only a small percentage of our 
members were affected by the local 
lockout. This 44-hour week was 
conceived by the employers them- 
selves, after the war, to provide 
employment for the boys whe re- 
turned from overseas.”

Attorney Ernest Buchanan, argu- 
ing that the marraige of the day 
before to Paul G. Mains, of Miami, 
was void, contended that ordinaries 
had not the right to perform mar- 
riages; that this authority had been 
delegated only to justices of the 
peace and ministers of the gospel; 
that the Pruitt-Mains wedding, 
therefore, performed by Judge 
George, in DeKalb, was illegal. 

The attorney further claimed that 
since this marriage was not ef- 
fective, Miss Pruitt was not married 
when she stood before a minister 
with Davidson. Ergo, said he, David- 
son was innocent of any wrongo- 
ing. 

Judge Rosser differed so widely 
with the attorney that he bound 
Davidson over to the grand jury 
under bond of $500 on a charge of 
knowingly marrying the wife of an- 
other, and now the people in 
Georgia who were married by ordi- 
naries are wondering if Mr. 
Buchanan will live up to this prom- 
ise he made after the decision Tues- 
day: 

To fight the issue on into the 
supreme court, and get a decision 
outlawing all marriages performed 
by ordinaries, no matter what the 
effect on the state’s domestic tran- 
quillity. 

Contention Called “Absurd.” 

Attorney Buchanan’s contention 
was ridiculed as an “absurdity” in 
4 statement Tuesday night by Myer 
Goldberg, counsel for Mains. 

The attorney declares that the 
statutes of Georgia delegate author- 
ity to “any judge” to perform mar- 
riage ceremonies. The constitution 
of the state, he asserted, expressly 
states that ordinaries are vested 
with judicial functions, and there- 
fore a marriage 1s just as valid 
when the nuptial knot is tied by 
an ordinary as when a minister of 
the gospel or justice of the peace 
officiates. 

Attorney Goldberg said further 
that the statutes hold that if a 
couple wed and think they are mar- 
ried, even though the ceremony has 
not been performed by the proper 
official, the marriage is binding. 

Mains gave out a statement in 
which he charged that Miss Pruitt 
was badly advised through the 
whole affair, and stated that it was 
only out of kindness and his sym- 
pathy for his former wife that he 
has not prosecuted her and “some 
others” connected with the mar- 
riage.

Indianapolis, May 3.—Optimism 
over the progress of strikes to en- 
force demands for the 44-hour week 
in job and book offices throughout 
the country was expressed by inter- 
national Typographical union offi- 
Cials here today following the com- 
pilation of reports from subordi- 
nate unions. 

“We have reports that 240 subor-, 
dinate unions are signed, all on the 
44-hour work week basis,” said J. 
W. Hays, secretary-treasurer. 
“Those signed include one-half of 
our members who work in the book 
and job printing branch of the 
printing industry.” 

Strike reports received from 125 
local unions show that 4,500 men 
are out, Mr. Hays said. Many 
reports are yet to be .received, 
he said. The whole number affect- 
ed by the strike will be a few less 
than 10,000, he predicted. He also 
estimated that the number of men 
idle was less than two-thirds of the 
number of men that union officials 
expected would be out on strike to 
enforce their demands for the short- 
er hour week.

. The proposal that warrants be 
issGded against the rental of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, re- 
cently advanced by Secretary of 
State &. G. McLendon, as a prac- 
tical way of restoring the financial 
Srength of the state government, 
has been communicated to all mem- 
bers of the legislature by Mr. Mc- 
Lendon. His purpose, he explained 
on Tuesday, was to make every leg- 
islator familiar with the proposal, 
so that there need be no unneces- 
Sary waste of time after the legisla- 
ture meets, before the plan is dis- 
cussed and acted upon. 

“The future rentals of the state 
railroad cannot be obligated by the 
issue of warrants without the con- 
sent of the legislature,’ he said, in 
discussing the proposal. “The rajl- 
road brings in $45,000 a month to 
the state, and is a fixed and certain 
income. There is absolutely no 
reason to fear that this rental may, 
cease through failure of the com- 
pany operating the railroad. The 
term of years for which the war- 
rants should be issued, if the leg- 
islature acts favorably on the plan, 
willdepend on theamount of money 
required now to’ meet the needs of 
the state.

“complete reorganization” of al) 
governmental agencies dealing wit! 
ex-service men, Charles R. Forbes 
the new director of the bureau of! 
war risk insurance, has outlined ex- 
clusively to the United News his 
program for the care of disabled 


war veterans. 

Forbes intends 
measures: 

1. The establishment of a close: 
contact between the government and 
disabled men, b inaugurating a 
field service which will operate 
throughout the country. 

2. The immediate launching of an 
adequate hospital program, placing 
the whole duty upon the govern- 
ment and removing the burden from 
private institutions. 

3. Inauguration of an inspection 
system for all hospitals. 

4. Introduction of more humane- 
ness in caring for ex-service men. 

5. An educational campaign toac- 
quaint service men with the right 
due them from the government. 

Forbes pointed out that while the 
bureau of war risk insurance dealt 
with every ex-service man, his 
particular concern weuld be the 
disabled. 

“First.” he said, “I intend to do 
my utmost to see that the men who 
fought in the war are given prop- 
er hospital treatment: and, Second, 
that the compensation claims of dis- 
abled veterans be given prompt at- 
tention.” 

A great step toward bettering the 
condition of ex-soldiers had been

tary of the treasury ordered the 
unification of the U. S. health serv- 
ice and the bureau of war risk in- 
surance. 

“There will be no longer be di- 
vided responsibility as to proper 
medical examination of diseased so!l- 
diers,’’ Forbes explained. “The bu- 
reau of war risk insurance will be 
held solely responsible. The public 
health service will be held respon- 
sible for the administration of hos- 
pitals committed to it. The field 
offices of the public health serv- 
ice have been turned over to the 
Bureau of war risk insurance. The 
contact with the disabled should 
be immediate.” 

Urging that duplication of effort 
and divided responsibility eliminat- 
ed and that decentralization be car- 
ried further, Forbes said. 

“The provisions that congress has 
enacted in behalf of ex-service men 
should be taken directly to them,

New York, May 3.—Tuesday is always an off day in a bull market, 
jut today there was more than the usual Tuesday reaction. Buying 
Tom out-of-town was again heavy. However, the market was ful] of 
stocks for sale. Some professional] traders closed out their long stocks 
and again went short of the market. The suspicion aroused yesterday 
that large inside banking interests were selling stocks purchased early 
this year at much lower prices for the purpose of supporting the mar- 
ket was strengthened today. The heaviest selling was in motors, oils 
and steels, 

Early today Wall street heard rumors that after the close of the 
stock market today the executive committee of the United States Steel 
corporation would hold a meeting and announce a cut in wages. In- 
formation for use at today’s meeting was obtained at the conference 
subsidiary presidents held here yesterday. 

Last year the Steel corporation paid out $600,000,000 in round 
figures in wages. A cut of 10 per cent in wages now would not save 
60,000,000, as the company is running at only 50 per cent of capacity. 
However, the saving would be helpful for the general situation, as well 
as for the steel corporation itself. The railroads, the building trades 
and manhy other lines of industry are waiting to see what the steel 
corporation is going to do to lower its operating ‘cost, which would 
mean lower prices. But the steel corporation, because of its fight on 


organized labor, must go slow in reducing wages. A cut of 20 per cent 
in wages would please Wall street better than a reduction of only 10 
per cent. However, a 10 per cent cut would be a step in the right 
direction. 

One news item that came before the close of the market dealing 
with the readjustment going on was from the directors of the American 
Cotton Oil’company. That company paid its last quarterly dividend of 
1 per cent on the common stock June 1, 1920. Today it was decided to 
pass the 3 per cent semi-annual payment on the preferred shares. 
After the directors’. meeting the following statement was given out: 
“In view of general business depression and unprofitable conditions 
now existing in the industries in which the company is engaged, the 
directors have decided to omit the usual semi-annual dividend of 3 
per cent on the preferred stock. The company’s financial position is 
strong; but it is deemed best for its permanent good to conserve its 
cash resources.” 

Another important news development was the announcement that 


_ the price of mid-continent crude oij had been reduced 25 cents a bar- 


rel. This coming on top of the two recent advances of 25 cents a 
barrel in other grades of crude oil left the impression in Wall street 
that the experience of the oil trade dyplicated that of other lines of 
trade where the discovery has been made that buying falls off with 
price increases. 

American Hide and Leather issued its statement of earnings to- 
day for the March quarter, showing that, after interest charges, in- 
ventory adjustments and federal] taxes, there was a deficit of $1,210,006. 


' This compares with a deficit of $5,315,000 for the December quarter 


and a surplus for the March, 1920, quarter of $238,000—equal to $1.88 
a share on the preferred stock. 

New high records for the year were made today for sterling and 
francs. Wall street is strongly of the belief that the extension of the 
allied ultimatum to Germany will result in a settlement; that Germany 
has about played its laet card in holding back the indemnity agreed 
upon many long months ago; that the door will be closed to further 
note-writing. The advance in exchange on England and France was 
based on this belief. 

The general feeling here is that the shipping strike comes at a 
time when we need all of the foreign trade we can get.

MOVES CONFUSING 
IN STOCK MARKE 


New York, May 3.—Trading in the 
stock market today was attended 
by a succession of confusing aa- 
vances, reactions and irregular ral- 
lies the next result, save among a 
few of the more seasoned issues, be- 
ing rather inconclusive. 

Dealings fell considerably below

To- 
bacco, leather and mail order is- 
sues moved in an unstable way, but 
rails were firm, though dull. 

Easier tendencies ruled in the 
money market, call loans falling to 
64% per cent after opening at / per 
cent, with freer offerings of time 
funds and some inquiry for commer- 
cial paper, mainly from interior 
banks. 

Exchange on London and Paris 
rose to highest leVels for the cur- 
rent movement on extenSive oper- 
ations. Belgian, Italian, Dutch and 
Swiss rates also rase irregularly, 


confidence in an early solution of 
the German reparations controversy. 
Bonds were firm to strong in the 
main, most of the Liberty group 
rising moderately, with further 
strength in speculative rails. Bel- 
gian 6's featured the international 
division at a smart advance. Total 
sales, par value, were $13,175,900.

U.S. Farm. Products 


W anted in Europe 
Speakers Declare 


New Orleans, May 3.—That Euro- 
pean countries, especially Germany, 
ure eager to buy American products 
and pay good Americafi doilars for 
them, if some plan of financing such 
sales can be found, while American 
bankers, because of the attitude of 
Germany toward the reparations de- 
mands, do not consider Germany a 
good risk, were points brought out 
by speakers before the agricultural 
group of the Mississippi Valley as- 
sociation here tonight. 

Pra_tically all the speakers heard 
at this session, which resolved into 
a general -discussion of the agri- 
cul iral session, were agreed that 
the great need of the American 
farmers at present is for a market 
for their farm products. a 
Brown, vice president for agricul- 
tur of the association, of Paris, 
Texas, sounded the keynote of the 
session by stating that neither long 
nor sh. t credit would relieve the 
farmer—only purchasers for the 
fa-m y-.oducts would bring any 
permanert relief for the present 
situation. 


IAP AMBASSADOR 
URGES FRIENDSHIP 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 3.—Differ- 
ences between the United States and 
Japan “call for adjustment, but 
their existence does not justify ap- 
prehension or pessimistic forecast,” 
Baron Shidehara, the Japanese am- 
dassador, declared today in an ad- 
dress before the Cleveland Chamber 
of Commerce. 

“Is there any question between 
us,” he asked, “‘which cannot be 
set at rest by the ordinary process 
of friendly discussion? Is there any 
question between us which can be 
set at rest by any other process? 
Sane and honest diplomacy, backed 
by sense, reason, charity and mu- 
tual concession, will alone lead to 
the lasting settlement of these prob- 
lems. There is absolutely no other 
course.”’ 

Declaring that the stability of ev- 
ery “human institution” about the 
shores of the Pacific ocean depend- 
ed upon the maigtenance of harmo- 
ny and good undérstanding between 
Japan and the United States, Baron 
Shidehara said a grave responsibili- 
ty rested upon the United States and 
Japan. 

“Neither can avoid Jit,” he assert- 
ed. “How can we turn from such- 
a solemn trust to engage in selfish 
bickering or to indulge in foolish 
recriminations. And yet we are 
constantly fed upon wild specula- 
tions, which tend to create an at- 
mosphere of uneasiness and tension 
in our mutual relationships.” 

Taking up the Japanese question 
on the Pacific coast, the Japanese 
ambassador reiterated ‘he declara- 
tion of his government that Japan 
claimed “no right, nor has she any 
intention in fact of sending emi- 
grants to this country.” 

“She has held consistently to the 
policy of placing restrictions upon 
such emigration,” he continued. “She 
only asks for her nationals lawfully 
resident in this country that just 
and equitable treatment which !s in 
line with the fine traditions of the 
American. people. She desires noth- 
ing more—nor can she be satisfied 
with anything less.” 


FEDERAL MEN PROBING: 


ALLEGED MURDER FARM 


Dublin, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)— 
With the official report of federal 
agents having been in the posses- 
sion of Vincent Hughes, head of the 
Atlanta bureau of investigation, 
Since Saturday. sensational develop- 
ments are expected in the alleged 
second “murder farm” case during 
the next few days, it was authori- 
tatively learned here tonight. 

Following the receipt of allega- 
tions that peonage conditions exist, 
and that several negroes had been 
killed on the large plantation of 
“Bony” Hogan and R. C. Hogan, 
thirteen miles from here, federal 
agents investigated the farm last 
week, but no announcement has 
been made of the result. 

There still is much excitement in 
Dexter over the charges made by 
“Bony” Hogan Sunday that four 
men had conspired to ruin him, and 
that the federal investigation was 
the result of their reports to au- 
thorities, t no clash between the 
two factions is expected. 

Hogan has retained Judge John S&S. 
Adams, prominent Dublin attorney, 
to defend him in case any .indict- 
ments are returned against him. 
The planter has announced that he 
is considering taking legal action 
against the men who brought “false 
accusations against him.” 


AMERICAN CITZENS 
FREED BY MEXICANS 


Mexico City, May 3.—Martin and 
Jesus Trejo, American citizens who 
were arrested last week. in Nuevo 


Laredo as agents of Francisco Mur- 
guia, have been released, it is said 
in advices to the Mexican war of- 
fice. Officials found in their pos- 
session passports which would per- 
mit them to go as far as Tampico. 

There has been some uncertainty 
of late regarding the whereabou 
of General Murguia. He has a 
various times been reported iin 
Texas, one rumor being that he had 
becn arrested near San Antonio. A 
clares he has not been outside of 
Mexi¢o. He has been secreting him- 
self in'’a mountain camp near El 
Hondo, state of Coshuila, but he has 
deserted this place, and is declared 
to be fleeing toward the Texas 
frontier, closely pursued by federal 
forces. Jose Murguia, his brother, 
was arrested, with three other 
Mexicans, near Nuevo Laredo, -yes- 
terday and they informed officials 
who took them into custody that 
General Murguia had given up all 
thoughts of a revolution and sought 
on'y safety across the border. 

An official statement issued here 
asserts Mexico is now free from 
revolutionary activity with the ex- 
ception of a minor’uprising in the 
state of Zacatecas. There is no 
apparen‘ apprehension felt over the 
rumors that disturbances are plan- 
ned for May 5. The past few weeks 
have witnessed a decided increase 
in vptimism and it was currently 
reported here yesterday that recog- 
nition of the Obregon regime by 
the United States would be an- 
nounced within a short time. 


EAST CUBA RAILROADS 
PARALYZED BY STRIKE 


Havana, May 3. — Railroads 
throughout eastern Cuba are para- 
lyzed by the strike of workers and 
gunboats are being employed to 
move mail between Santiago and 
other points which can be reached 
by water. Sugar interests are se- 
riously embarrassed by the walk- 
out, and, so far as known, the strik- 
ers are standing firm.
